PINK COAT’S GRAND RACE 

At WaebiDgton Park yesterday the Wheeler 
Handicap resulted in one cf the i^randest con- 
tests ever seen on the western tnrf, and when 
the official time, 2:041^, was hnlletined, a 
mighty shont arose from both tiers of the grand 
stand, for it was realized that the track record 
had been broken three-tenths of a second. 

Pink Coat, the Derby winner of 1898 was the 
victor and he won so impressively that there 
were left no donbts in the minds of all present 
that at the weights be was the liest horse. 

Sidney Lucas was scratched at the last moment 
as the Thompson brothers were apprehensive 
the track was just a shade too bard for him. 

George Arnold was an added starter, but he 
might as we!l have remained in the stable, so 
far as cutting any figure in the race was con- 
cerned. 

Off to an excellent start, the big field swept 
down the stretch in a merry cluster. The Lady 
having a slight lead over Bobert Waddell, with 
George Arnold, The Conqueror II. and Vesnvian 
bunched close up. Rounding the club bouse 
turn The Lady increased her lead to a length 
and a half, with the Derby winner of this year 
a length before Yeeuvian. Advance Guard and 
Pink Ccat laid ninth and tenth respectively 
along in here, but within hailing distance. 

All down the backstretch the Hildreth filly 
maintained her lead with The Conqueror II. 
dieplacii g R( bert Waddell in second position, 
the latter falling back to fcnrtb and Yesnvian 
moving up into third place. Both Pink Coat 
and Advance Guard had been busy in the mean- 
time and wheeled into the final straightaway 
within four lengths of the leader. Once 
straightened for home there was a geoeral 
closing up and along near the eighth post The 
Conqueror II, got bis neck in front and ap- 
peared to have a chance to win. The Lady and 
Bobert ^ addell were faltering along in here 
and Yesnvian bad already shot hie bolt. 

Suddenly the colors of Pink Coat were seen 
bearing down on the Yincent colt, and Isng be- 
fore the last one hundred yards had been reach- 
ed he bad nailed and passed him and 
the great Wheeler Handicap of 1901 was over, 
for the son cf Leonatne continued in the lead 
to the end winning handily by a half length 
frcm Advance Guard who came with a dazzling 
burst of sf eed in the last sixteenth and nipped 
The Co nqueror II. a neck on the post fn r second 
place. Terminus was fourth a length away 
and was closing at a great clip by the time the 
line had been reached. Bobert Waddell ran 
right to the mark, finishing a bang-up fifth. 

The Lady was right there for a mile and an 
eighth and then fell away. John Bright was 
never a factor at any part of the contest and 
ran far below expectations. The handicap 
looked at from all sides, was one of the grand- 
est affairs of its kind ever witnessed in the 
west. 

Nine sprinters of the first magnitude faced 
the barrier in the fifth race a dash over the 
Wcodlawn course. Sly was supposed to be the 
best on her fast race cf July 16, but she never 
showed prominently at any part of the fiight and 
finished almost a disgraceful last. Montanic, 
cleverly handled by Bullman, proved to be the 
beet Cl mil g along in the last sixteenth with a 
wall timed rush and winning rather handily by 
a'half length from Ynlcain, who beat the im- 
proving Livadia two lengths for second place. 

Ynlcain put up a great performance and with 
any kind of rscins luck would have won. He 
was almc st lest when turning into the stretch, 
but closed with a rush on tie inside rail and 
was carrying everything before hisa in the last

Tbe Special Commissioner of tbe London 
Sportsman writes under date of July 9: 

“Tba death of Mr. Lorillard will be very 
deeply regretted in tbis couctry, aud this can be 
written in no merely formal sense. There are 
certain ethics of sport which lead ns to applaud 
tbe victories of American or foreign rivals 
when they occur, though they may be gall and 
worm wood to ns, and in tba same sense it is 
considered tbe right thing to always acknowl- 
edge at once when beaten that it was by a su- 
perior opponent; bnt tbeea things only tonch 
tbe snrface. Lower down there are often 
enongh very different fancies. But in regard 
to Mr. Lorillard, onr congratnlations on his 
victories here were never snperficial. He was 
from tbe first recogaized as a sportsman and 
a gentleman who would grace nud benefit any 
country, and 1 don’t think anyone in Eug 
laud ever grndged bim a single victory of 
tbe many which be won. Breeding his 
own horses, and racing on a lavish scale, 
ha showed little or nothing of tbe cum- 
mercial iusiinct in bis operations, and whereas 
be commenced here with an American trainer 
in Jacob Pincus, and later on had bis horses 
with John Unggins, we have to bear in mind, as 
a token of bis broad and liberal spirit, that be 
ended with tbe English trainer George Black- 
wall, who certamly gave his employer every 
causa for satisfaction. It bad lung been appar- 
ent that Mr, Lorillard was very i.l, and when 1 
last saw bim, at Newmarket tbis year, he was 
saaiy changed. He spoke with all bis old in- 
terest about bis horses, and declared that David 
Garrick was not only better than Kilmarnock 
11. bnt was the best be had ever sent to Eng- 
land, Itoqaoie not excepted. He added that it 
was in bis mind to let David Garrick, after rac- 
ing fur another year, etaud for a season at the 
st..d in England before retarning to America, 
and was good anongb to say he would take my 
advice on the subject, as 1 bad so often pointed 
out tbe desirability of our uaving a good Han- 
over horse here to restore tbe Glencoe line.

The improvement of thoroughbred speed in 
the past thirty years, as estimated from tbe 
time standpoint, is an interesting retrospect 
and the present record for one mile, sta- 
tistically at least, proves that intelligent 
breeding, together with other advantage- 
ous conditions of race track, training, 
etc., has increased the speed of the race 
horse to a very appreciable extent. Whether 
the fast milars of today could make tbe time 
they do now on the tracks of thirty years ago 
is, of course, a question which can never be 
proven, and is open to argument pro and con. 
We can, therefore, in discnssing progress only 
be guided by well anthenticated statistics 
upon which is founded the entire system 
of probabilities. Prior to 1872 tbe record 
for one mile was 1 :44, and the idea 
of 1 :40 ever being beaten was the excres- 
sence of a dreamy brain at which the typical 
tnrfmen of that generation hooted. In 1872 
at Saratoga, Alarm, 3, carried 90 pounds, and 
ran a mile in l:42i. In 1874 the late Hon. A. 
Belmont’s Grey Planet, 5, 110, on a wager to run 
a mile in 1:431 or belter, ran the mile in 1:421, 
which was the record nntil May 13, 1875, when 
Searcher, afterward Leander, 3. by Enquirer, 
with 90 ponnds, ran the mile at Lexington, Ky„ 
in 1 :411. At Hartford, Conn., September 2, 1875, 
Kadi, 6, by Lexington, with catch weights ran 
the distance in 1 :411, bat as tbe weight he car- 
ried was nnknown tbe performance of Searcher
